The error of the Judge is ſubje& to an appeal, ahble by the party greeved, unto 
ths Body of the Univerſity, which committeth the examination · thereof unto cer- 
taine Delegates, thereunto choſen by the Senate Houſe, at ſupra, not admitting of 
forraine appeale, or writt of error out of any of the Courtes of the Common Lawe, 
as well in reſpecte of her Highneſs' Charter, confirmed by Acte of Parliament, 

which (making the ſaid Courte a Courte of Record) limiteth and appointeth all the 


Fcenuſes of that Courte to be there tried ef non alibi neque alio modo, as in reſpect of 


a diſſonance in reaſon, (thought ſo to be by that moſt honourable and reverend 
Judge the Lord nowe chiefe Juſtice of England,) as well the forme and manner of 
proceedeing, as the knowledge of the Common and Civil Lawe, very much diſ- 
agrecinge, and therefore the one not fit to correct the error of the other.
